About 3 o’clock yesterday morning the 
occupants of the old two-story adobe 
building on Winston street, between 
Wall and Lob Angeles streets, were 
awakened from their slnmbera by the 
total collapse of the west wall, which 
fell with a crash, arouiing the neighbors. 
The structure, which is owned by 
Colonel Baker, was erected by Jndge 
Ojiermany years ago. 
Its walls are of 
adobe brick, two feet thick, coated with 
clay, and eo artistically painted as to 
lead the casual observer into the belief 
that they wore of granite. In conree of 
time, however, the elay had crumbled, 
owing to the action of the atmosphere, 
and the late heavy raina had under­ 
mined the walls, causing the accident.

six 
people 
were 
sleeping 
in the five rooms next to the went wall, 
but all escaped, miraculously, unhurt. 
They were Mre. Maxley, an old lady in 
her 70th year, who occupied a room on 
the upper floor; Mrs. C. Stewart and her 
daughter in the back room and Will and 
Chas. Stewart, her sons, who, together 
with a boy named G. Andrews, slept in 
the front room on the lower floor. All 
were awakened by a noise as of sand 
falling from above and fortunately all 
managed to reach the hallway as the well 
fell, covering the floor of the rooms with 
the debris of the clay bricks. The lessee 
of the tenement, G. Waters, slept in an 
annex on the first floor, and on hearing 
the noise rushed out and fonnd his ten­ 
ants panic stricken,people"ponriDg oat of 
their rooms all over the house in every 
style of nightwear imaginable. 
On ascertaining the extent of the dam­ 
age, however, confidence was somewhat 
restored and a few returned to their 
rooms, but the excitement had effec­ 
tually dispelled all idea of sleep and 
most of them dressed and left the place 
to accept the hospitality of neighbors.

It appeara that the city la to hare no 
Receiving Hoepital alter all. It will be 
remembered that laat spring, belore the 
old City Hall waa vacated by the dig 
officers, it waa demonitrated that there 
waa an argent need (or a Receiving Ho» 
pital in the immediate vicinity of the 
Police Station. The only place the d ty 
hae poeaeaeed where injured 
people 
could be taken for treatment was a m is­ 
erable hole in the jail where aU the 
tramps and vagabonds are confined. It 
made no difference whether the patient 
was a woman or a man, the only space 
to the medical department was 
this ill-smelling place. Such a stir waa 
made 
at 
that 
time 
that 
rooms 
were rented near by, bnfc they were not 
used long, as the other occupants of the 
building objected. 
It was then said 
that when tbe Gouncil moved oat and 
the City Clerk moved to the new City 
Hall a portion of the vacant quarters 
would be reserved for a Receiving Hospi­ 
tal. 
Believing that this wonld be done, 
the matter was dropped and the public 
waited to see if tbe promisee would be 
carried ont. 
Early in the rammer the 
o|d City Hall was vacated and the Coun­ 
cil turned it over to the Polioe Depart­ 
ment, it being understood that a Receiv­ 
ing Hoepital wonld be provided for in 
the new arrangement of the boildiog. 
Toe Building Committee of the ConncU 
and the Board of Police Commissionera 
then arranged plans for the interioro! 
the 
ground 
floor 
of the old City 
Hall. It was not deemed necessary to 
give the beat part of the building to the 
sick and injured, and thoee who had the 
arrangement of the plans set aside quar­ 
ters at the back of the building where 
the battery tor the fire alarm system was 
situated. It was proposed to tear out a 
partition and make a fairly good-elaed 
room, lighted and ventilated by sky­ 
lights. Fine quarters were given to the 
Chief of Police; the Clerk had a room to 
himself; the Captain was given another 
room; the detectives had another; a pri­ 
vate office was set aside for the Chief; a 
-reading-room for tbe idle policemen was 
even created, and the Commissioners re­ 
served a room for themselves, which 
they will use once a week.

except that the contractor doing the 
work received orders from some one not 
todo anything toward the Receiving 
Hospital. The other offices have been 
fitted up in grand style and are nearly 
ready for occupation, but the Receiving 
Hospital has not been provided for and the 
contractor states that he hae no orders 
to build it. The Police Surgeon has 
healed over a thousand patients in the 
City Prison daring the year, and all in 
the worst imaginable quarters for such a 
purpose. The neglect of the Building 
Committoa and of the Police Commis­ 
sioners in the matter is beginning to 
create considerable comment.

Mr. Herring Gires Some 
Opinions About Them. 


THIS 8TOBM DRAINS SEPARATE 


He Does Hot Think the Sewage Should 
Be Purified Before Used for 
Irrigation. 


A meeting of th e Citizens’ 8ewer 
Committee and th e Board of Engineers 
at work on th e eewer plana was held 
yesterday afternoon in 
the Council 
chamber, U. N. W ells in the chair, and 
Mesara. W . H . W orkman, J . Culver, J. 
E . Plater, W m . Ferguson, J . R. Tober- 
m an, J. E . Jackson, J . P. W idney, A. H. 
Judson, and Engineers G. C. Knox, F. 
Eaton and R. H erring present. 
There was quite a num ber of inter­ 
ested spectators in the audience, and 
President Frankenfleld and several of 
the Councilman listened to the proceed­ 
ings, which consisted m ainly of ques­ 
tioning Mr. H erring ae to his opinions 
relative to the sewer system. 
The Chairman stated that the meeting 
had been called in a hurry for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining th e views of the Board 
of 
Engineers 
upon the 
suggestions 
adopted by th e 8ewer Commission and 
contained in its report. 
He then recited 
the recom mendations made in the report 
and explained them to the engineers 
present. 
Mr. Jackson said h e observed that Mr. 
H erring was present, and he asked that 
he be invited to give his opinion upon 
th e recom mendations, and his conclu­ 
sions ss to the necessity of the city for 
sewers. 
Mr. H erring said th a t he had not sup­ 
posed he would be called upon and was 
not prepared to m ake his report at that 
tim e. H e had thought the meeting was 
nd th a t' ’ 
to be informal and 
b the commission 


There were some i 


would give him its ideas so that he could 
ascertain w hat was desired. 
It would 
he prem ature to give the conclusions of 
the Board of Engineers at th a t tim e, but 
h e would be happy to answer any ques­ 
tions th a t m ight be asked, and would 
give his personal views on anything the 
commission desired. 
The Chair th en stated in detail the 
recommendations of th e commission and 
its conclusions. 
Mr. H erring said that so far as the 
hoard had discussed those points, there 
was no great difference between its con­ 
clusions and those of the commission. 
H e understood th a t there would be a 
lim ited sum of m oney to expend, and it 
was the province of th e board to say how 
th a t money coold be best expended for 
th e health and interests of the city. 
There were some points of difference, 
however, of which h e would speak. 
He 
could not endorse the opinion of the 
commission requiring sewage to be puri­ 
fied before being turned onto the land. 
The qnestion of purification of sewage 
had been studied for m any years, espe­ 
cially 
in 
Europe, 
and 
it 
had 
been fonnd 
th a t 
the only m ethod 
of 
purification was very expensive. 
In 
no 
case 
had 
it 
cost 
less 
than 26 cents per person per year, and 
there was only one instance when it had 
cost as little ae th at. This was in Eng­ 
land, where labor was cheaper than in 
this country. Estim ates of the coat of 
purifying sewage in this country showed 
th a t it would average 75 cents per person 
per year. In Providence the estim ate 
was 50 cents per person. 
In Orange, 
New Jersey,the cost is nearly 76 cents per 
person, and it would be no lees here. 
For a city of 100,000 people the cost 
would be $75,000 per year. W hen it 
had been found th a t purification cost so 
much he concluded that Los Angeles 
could not afford to spond that am ount of 
money. Besides, th e purified sewage 
water was not good for land. In order 
to purify the sewage lime and alumina 
had to be used, and these elements 
m ake the water worse than pure water 
for irrigation. 
H e thought that purifica­ 
tion 
works 
should 
not 
be 
taken 
into 
consideration. 
All 
that 
was 
necessary was to strain the sewage. This 
would be m uch better and cheaper. The 
strain would prevent the floating and 
heavy m atter from being carried on to 
the land, and th e sewage thus strained, 
if properly distributed over the surface 
of the land, wonld be no nuisance. 
Mr. Herring m aintained that statistics 
showed th at th e sewage farms were 
healthier than the cities from which the 
sewage came. 
H e instanced the eewer 
£urms of Berlin and Paris, each contain­ 
ing 12,000 acres, and said that villages 
had been located in the m idst of the 
farm s, and the death rate in the villages 
was only half as great as in the cities 
w here the sewage came from. 
Sewage 
had been proven to be no nuisance if it 
was properly cared for, and it was the 
duty of the city to keep its system 
well cleaned and its pipes flushed 
eo th at everything would be swept 
oat im mediately. 
The sewage should 
be at its destination inside of twenty-four 
hours or less here. 
If it is stored and 
kept longer it ferm ents and sets the 
whole of the sewers smelling. For this 
reason a great deal of attention is paid 
to building sewers smooth on the inside, 
eo th at there shall be no cracks or 
crevices to catch and hold the sewage. 
W hen this is done, the sewers should be 
flushed at intervals w ith large quantities 
of water. 
' 
Again, the report recommended small 
pipes instead of brick sewers. 
With 
this he did not agree. 
As to the econ­ 
omy, that was sim ply a m atter of calcu­ 
lation. 
It was well known that the 
sewage should get into large sewers as 
eoon 
as 
possible. 
It 
was 
also 
known 
that a 
sewer two feet in 
diam eter 
would 
carry 
four 
times 
as 
much water as 
a 
sewer 
one 
foot in diameter, and it was also a m at­ 
ter of calculation th a t it was cheaper to 
build a two-foot sewer than four one-foot 
sewers. In Los Angeles alone the con­ 
veying of th e sewage to a big sewer 
m ight be the saving of $100,000. 
If the 
m oney for th e big Bewers coaid not be 
raised, then the next best thing should 
bs done. The size of the sewers was en­ 
tirely a financial problem. 
As to w hether the sewers should be 
brick or pipe, the statistics seemed to be 
in favor of brick, in contradiction to the 
report of the commission. 
Pipe sewers 
had been used for forty years in England, 
and there were no 
figures to show 
absolutely th at the death rate differed 
where they were used. 
Statistics were 
in existence, however, in large cities, 
showing that the death rate was lower in 
cities having large brick sewers than in 
those having pipe sewers, but other con­ 
siderations entered into the calculation. 
If anyone says th a t pipes are more 
healthy than brick sewers they m ust 
reason from som ething other than sta­ 
tistics. All hewers should be egg-shaped, 
and if brick sewers are built smoothly, 


there is no reason w hy they should be 
unhealthy. As to coat, up to a certain 
■ % > pipes are the cheapest. Above that, 
briok is were are the cheapest. The price 
differs w ith the size of m aterial. Con­ 
crete is better than bricks, if the bricke 
are not very good. H e had gone through 
d zenaof concrete sewers in Europe, 
and had been astonished at the differ­ 
ence between well-made and badly-made 
sewers. 
* 
Mr. W orkm an 
asked w hether Mr. 
H erring saw any objections to combin­ 
ing the storm drains with the sewer 
system. 
Mr. H erring replied tbat he did not 
from a sanitary point of view, but in the 
case of Los Angeles he would advise 
that they be kept separate. 
Ho did 
this purely on economical grounds. The 
city needed sewers immediately but the 
storm water could, run off over the sur­ 
face. Then when sewage is to be used 
for irrigation, trouble is experienced if 
the storm water is mixed with it. The 
sand silt would m ix with the eewage and 
render it difficult to handle. Then foul 
water sewers should be laid deep to 
carry the water away from cellars, while 
as a m atter of economy storm sewc rs 
should be laid ae near the surface as 
possible to carry off the water. In the 
case of Los Angeles there was no ques­ 
tion in his m in i but sewage would 
be used for irrigation for a num ber of 
years, and in consequence the two sys­ 
tems should not be combined. 
In Bos­ 
ton the systems were combined, but it 
was inconvenient in the winter tim e. In 
nearly every large city the systems were 
combined, but then the sewage was 
wasted ; and here he would not recom­ 
mend the combination, because it wcnld 
be very expensive. 
The extra money 
could be saved, There was no question 
but storm water drains would be needed 
when the streets are paved. 
Storm 
drains are needed in some of the streets 
now, but they should be kept separate. 
In reply to Mr. Jackson, Mr. Herring 
said th a t storm water drains should be 
ef brick, on account of the eiz9, and the 
size depended on the territory to be 
drained. In St. Louie there was a storm 
drain twenty feet in diam eter; in Phila­ 
delphia one of twenty feet; in W ashing­ 
ton one of twenty-two feet, and one of 
thirty feet in diameter. H e advised that 
the 
storm 
water 
be 
kept 
long 
as 
possible 
on 
the surface, 
and when it becomes troublesome carry 
it underground to its destination. In 
large cities the water is taken fiom the 
surface every block, and in medium­ 
sized cities every two blocks. At any 
rate it m ust be kept on the surface if the 
city could not afford to build the drains. 
As to the disposition of the sewage, 
Mr. H erring said he agreed th a t it should 
go on the land. If it did not it would 
have to be wasted. It would be leas 
expensive to waste the sewage than to 
use it on the land. 
Boston had spent 
$4,000,000 in order to be able to waste its 
sewage, and 
London 
had expended 
$20,000,000 for the samo purpose. The 
experience lias been that there is no 
valne in sewage that will pay for the cost 
of taking it on the lands when wanted. 
The question is here w hat to do with 
the sewage when the people don’t want 
it. 
He wonld not advise the city to 
purchase a eewer farm. 
Mr. H erring' then explained that the 
Board of Engineers had ascertained that 
there were but a very small proportion of 
the people south of the city who would 
take the sewage and the question was 
what to do with it. 
In reply to a question as to w hat 
made the sewage objectionable south of 
the city, Mr. H erring said that it must be 
on account of i*s improper management. 
The earthen ditches were one cause of 
the objections. H e did not think the 
objections of the people in regard to the 
healthfulnees 
of 
the sewage 
were 
fonnded 
on 
fact. 
The 
statistics 
showed that the healthiest localites were 
those in which eewage was used for irriga­ 
tion. 
Continuing, he said: 
“ Allow m e to 
say here that we are faced w ith practical 
difficulties at this point. Tne board sent 
out circulars asking the people whether 
they wonld take th e sewage, and those 
who say they will are insignificant in 
nnm ber. It is an insurmountable obsta­ 
cle. We can’t get" the land on which to 
put the sewage in winter, aud are there­ 
fore obliged to find some other means of 
disposing of it.” 
He said that the sewage could be taken 
into the ocean without a nuisance at 
Baliona. It ehonld be carried oat in 
pipes a distaace of 2,000 feet and thep 
em ptied at a depth of twenty-five feet 
below the surface. If the sewage was 
strained before going to th e ocean nobodv 
wonld notice that there wae any sewage 
there. Its presence conld net be de­ 
tected at Santa Monica by a chemical 
analysis. Even in summer if it all went 
to the ocean it would not pollute the 
water at Santa Monica, and he conld not 
see how any water would get to the 
ocean in summer, for it would be taken 
out of the pipe and need for irrigation. 
He had examined the various routes 
to the ocean, and that by Bollona was 
the least expensive. 
He said that the sewage m ight be 
em ptied at the city boundary into the 
river, but objections would' be made 
by the people to this on the ground 
of the nuisance created. 
H e thought 
it a great pity that the land could not be 
obtained for the sewage in winter, for 
then, the city would be* saved all the 
money for taking it away during a few 
mouths each year. 
City Engineer Eaton exhibited a map 
of the land south of the city, showing 
where the owners would take sewage 
and where not, and the discussion was 
carried on in an informal m anner until 
4:30 o’clock, when the Ohair thanked 
Mr. Herrjng for the information he had 
given, ana the meeting adjourned.

The Chain Gang and Saloon Li­ 
censes Considered. 
The Police Commission m et in the 
Mayor’s 
office 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
Mayor Hazard in the chair, and Messrs. 
Collins and Dexter present. 
The Chief reported favorably on the, 
application of Klein Bros, for a new 
ealoon at No. 2 North Main street, but sa 
a protest had been put in by S. Lichten- 
berger et al., assigning no reason for 
their objections, the m atter was laid 
over for one week, on motion of Mr. 
Dexter. 
Clerk Robinson stated that Police 
Jadge Stanton had suggested that the 
board introduce a regulation allowing 
city prisoners working on the chain gang 
a credit of one day in every five for good 
behavior, eo as to encourage them to 
work and behavo themselvos. Mr. Col­ 
lins suggested that the Judge settle the 
m atter by being a little more lenient in 
passing sentence, but after some discus­ 
sion the m atter was laid over for one 
week, on motion of Mr. Dexter. 
A communication was received from 
the City Clerk enclosing a petition from 
Messrs. Mailman & Ivers et al., property 
owners in the vicinity of the Eiysian 
park, asking for the appointm ent of a 
special officer under the city Pound- 
keepnr, without pay from the city, to 
prevent the depredations com mitted by 
loose stock on their property. The m at­ 
ter was referred to the Chief. 
In the absence of 
Mr. Knox, his 
motion to am end the by-laws waB laid 
over for a week. 
The Clerk reported that he had paid 
the $5 awarded by the Electric Light 
Company to Officer Collins, for arresting 
a m an for defacing its poles, into the 
City Treasury, to the Police Relief fund; 
whereupon, on motion of Mr. Collins, 
the officer’s dem and for the amount 
nam ed was approved» 
A num ber of dem ands for supplies, 
amounting in the aggregate to $147.50, 
were approved as read. 
The petition of Guisaud A Mazet for a 
license at No. 708 Temple etreet was re­ 
ferred to the Chief. 
The application of W. Lordan and D. 
Shearon for positions on the force were 
read and placed on file. 
A communication was received from 
Henry Harrison and Ralph E . Hoyt, 
stating that at 1 p. m . on the 16th inst. 
their baggy was run into and injured by 
the patrol wagon, on'M ain street. Au 
the collision was entirely due to the 
driver of the patrol wagon, they de­ 
manded an investigation and restitution 
for the damage sustained to their vehicle 
Chief Glass stated that the occupants 
of the patrol wagon had told him the cir­ 
cumstances of the collision, and he was 
of the opinion that the buggy ran into 
the patrol wagon, and not vice versa, as 
the horse shied at a cable car. 
After some discussion on the m atter, 
the patrol wagon having been driven on 
the left-hand side of the street, the m at­ 
ter was referred to Mr. Dexter and the 
Chief lor investigation, on motion of Mr. 
Collins. 
The Chief presented th e reports of 
Officer Fay, stating th a t Paul Navarro 
was running a bar and dance house un­ 
der his saloon on the corner of Upper 
Main and W alters streets, and J . Colti 
and L. Degiogia were doing the eame 
thing over their saloon on the corner of 
Buena V ista and W alters streets, neither 
of them having taken out an extra 
license. 
On motion of Mr. Dexter, the Chief 
was instructed to notify both parties that 
they m ust stop selling liquor at two 
places with one license, under penalty of 
the revocation of the licenses for their 
saloons. 
The Chief suggested that as there were 
now twenty-five m en working in the 
chain gaDgJover on Boyle H eights, and 
one wagon was not sufficient for their 
conveyance to and from work, the Boyle 
Heights Board of Trade be requested to 
furnish another wagon for the purpose, 
as the residents of th a t place wore bene­ 
fited by the work of the prisonere. He 
was instructed to m ake the suggestion in 
writing to the Board of Trade of Boyle 
H eights. 
Major Bonsall, who had been au inter­

A Dens a n d of H u m a n ity — A R eceiv­ 
in g H o sp ita l. 
From time to time a great cry has been 
raised in the press of this city for a 
Receiving Hospital in connection with 
the Police Department, and public senti­ 
ment has re-echoed the demand. The 
matter was brought to a head last spring 
when a poor woman, who was cntabont 
the head and person, was carried into 
the then City Hall to be treated for her 
injuries. The only place available for 
this purpose was the room in which the 
tramps and "vags” are kept. The gross 
indelicacy as well as inhumanity of this 
incident brought the Council to a realiz 
ing sense of the situation, and it was 
said that as soon as they moved their 
quarters to the new City Hall the old 
building would be remodeled and proper 
provision would be made for such cases. 
Meanwhile, temporary quarters were 
hired in the Bank of California bnilding, 
but on ooraplaint of the tenants they 
had to be given up. The changes have 
now been made in the old City Hall, 
and there is still no provision for women 
and other patients where they can 
be treated with the desired privacy and 
made comfortable. In the original plan 
of the alterations it was proposed to set 
apart for the parpóse the room which 
is used by the Fire Alarm battery. 
Quite ample 
provision has been 
made for the comfort of the police 
officials, which is all proper enough. 
The Chief ha9 two rooms, his clerk one 
room, a room has been set apart for 
the Police Commissioners, who only oc­ 
cupy it once a week, and there is a read­ 
ing room for the force, bat there ie 
absolutely no provision for those who 
may be carried into the building to 
be treated for in juries. Now as before, 
male or female, they must be hurried 
into the apartment consecrated to the 
trampa and vags and other small 
offenders, and treated before a score or 
more of curious spectators. The Police 
Surgeon has repeatedly protested against 
this outrage, for such it is in truth. 
It is high time that the remodeled 
buildiDg should again be reconstructed, 
at least to the extent of providing the 
conveniences which humanity dictates 
for the unfortunate victims of violence 
or accident. What say you, Messieurs 
of the Council ? Shall this reproach to 
our civilization be permitted to continue 
longer?

M o n t S e n sib le S u g g e s tio n s . 
There was a meeting yesterday of the 
Citizens’ Bewer Committee and the Board 
of Engineers who have had the question 
of providing an adequate sewer system 
for Los Angeles under charge, at which 
Mr. Rudolph Herring was present, and 
at which he gave his ideas on sewer mat­ 
ters at some length. Ha íb heartily in 
favor of using and not wasting this valua­ 
ble fertilizer, although he appreci tes the 
fact that the owners of land on which its 
discharge was the most feasible do not 
seem to want it, and might enjoin its 
passage through their properties. He 
thinks that the sewage ought to be 
strained, relieving it of the solid matter, 
but not purified. The process of purifi 
cation involves the use of lime and 
alamina, which would make it bad for 
the land. He believes that the sewage 
ought to becarriedto the Southern limits 
of the city and piped, so that the pipes 
conld be tapped for use by the farmers 
In the winter, when excessive in quan­ 
tity, the surplusage could be turned 
into the river. 
The proagas of 
purifying 
sewage 
is 
a 
very 
expensive one, costing about seventy- 
five cents per capita. This, for a town 
of one hundred thousand inhabitants, 
would amount to $75,000 a year—an op­ 
pressive figure that he did not believe 
Los Angeles could stand. The distin­ 
guished engineer favors large intercept­ 
ing 6ewers. A sewer two feet in diame­ 
ter will carry off four times as much 
water and refuse as a one-foot sewer, 
while it would coat very much less than 
four one-foot eewers. 
From all this it seems a great pity that 
when the proprietors of large bodies of 
land South of the city were not only will­ 
ing to take the sewage, but to pay a pre­ 
mium for it, some of the offers were not 
accepted. That it is a highly valuable 
thing cannot be doubted, and there are 
many farming commun..ies which would 
be only too glad to have it. Mr. Her­ 
ring’s testimony to its desirability as a 
fertilizer, is that of a scientific gentleman 
of world-wide experience. As the case 
stands, the unwillingness of the property 
holders to receiving it would seem to bs 
an insuperable objection. To waste this 
source of wealth and prosperity, presents 
itself to many people in the light of a 
crime. 


A W all f t a n Saw Pedro. 
The last number of the San Pedro 
Harbor Advocate is rightfully exercised 
over the indifference of General Van 
dever to that flourishing seaport. I 
quotes a dispatch to the Chronicle o. 
Sunday week, in which the Representa­ 
tive from the Sixth District is pictured 
as workiBg for the purchase of Lower 
California, for appropriations for creat­ 
ing a breakwater at Ventora, for the 
erection of a Government building al 
San Diego, for making Port Harford s 
port of entry and delivery, and so on, 
bat in which not a word is said about 
San Pedro. We have no hesitation 
assuring our contemporary that if .. 
entertains any expectations of aid from 
General Vaudever it is leaning on a 
broken reed. Has it ever noticed that 
there has been very little recognition o! 
San Pedro from any of the representa 
tives of California in either House oi 
Congress? 
Governor Stanford talks 
very pleasantly, and during the visit of 
the Senatorial Committee here, he palled 
up Senator Frye with a sharp turn, 
but somehow or other nothing material­ 
izes in the way of efficacious appropria­ 
tions for our seaport. By the way, we 
observe by the Eastern papers that Sen­ 
ator Frye keeps on talking in the same 
jocular vein which the Hxbald repre- 
eentative reported of that gentleman on 
his visit here. His humor is not cha­ 
meleon-like, being in fact changeless, 
and is the same on the Atlantic as on the 
Pacific Coast. On insufficient premises, 
and from a hasty glance, be made np 
his mind that General Alexander, Col. 
Mendel], General Boschke and other 
well known engineers, did not know 
what they talked sad wrote abont, and 
he sticks to his text with remarkable 
pertinacity. 
The Hmrald regrets this, 
but does not see any immediate remedy. 
It would prdbably be a good trick next 
time to elect a Los Angeles man to the 
House of Representatives and to the 


field for new railways until it has been 
more heavily populated. Still the pug- 
sestion of Major Jones that our capital­ 
ists should take a lively interest in the 
matter is a good one. We should at 
least make a sympathetic demonstration. 


We have had our eye on the contro­ 
versy which has been on for some time 
between the Times and the Express and 
Tribune, and are constrained to say that 
the latter papers have scored just two 
points, so far, in the appointments of 
the Messrs. Gard and Willonghby. The 
Fort-street journal still keeps a stiff 
upper lip as to the other offices, but the 
confidence of its believers has been 
shaken, and they no longer accept its 
dictum aa the law and prophets govern­ 
ing the local offices. As two of the Re­ 
publican aspirants have "got there," 
and as General Vandever’s "hustling" 
about the departments seems to have 
amounted to something in two instances, 
why may it not in all ? This is a ques­ 
tion the Republican, whose allegiance is 
halting between the several journals of 
his party, is now askiDg himself, with

The Boyce wiug of the 
party has gathered confidence, while 
Oiborne of the Express is indulging in 
60U.6 deep chuckliDg on his own ac- 
coant. The decapitation of Risley shows 
that Civil Service reform will cat no 
figure in the matter, and all the Murchi­ 
son cohorts mast be rallied at once to 
maintain the entrenchments of the 
Times. 


T he weather-clerk is placing a down­ 
right game of thimblerig—"now yon see 
it and now you don’t.” Just about the 
time Angoleños hare made up their 
minds that the storm is over and clear 
skies are to be the order of tbe dayt 
down comes a mighty flood, and makes 
a sad mess of our streets. When the 
revulsion of feeling throws them into 
deep despondency and they are resign­ 
ing themselves to weeks of rain, behold 
the clouds show a silver lining, and Old 
Sol displays his smiling face. Thus the 
roguish weather-clerk is "everything by 
turns and nothing long"—a sort of 
meteorological J amp Jim Crow, to the 
great disgrnntiemenc of our merchants, 
who have thought that by this time they 
would be able to push the holiday trade 
at a lively pace. There is, however, the 
consolation that the temporary drawback 
will be made good tenfold by the sub­ 
stantial benefits which will accrue from 
such a bounteous season.

AN AWFUL TALE OF CRUELTY.

Terrible Railroad Disaster In Colo 
ratio—Influenza Spreading. 
Eastern Echoes. 


Associated Press DlBDaL-.bea to the H buald. 
St. Louis, December 18.—A horrible 
tale of the alleged barbarous cruelty of 
George A. Guenther, the defenseless old 
man who was slain by hia 18 year-old son 
yesterday was related today by CharleB 
Guenthor, the elder brother of the mur­ 
derer. The son’s story brands the dead 
man as a savage fiend iucarnate who de­ 
lighted in acts of inhumanity toward his 
children. Among other barbarities al­ 
leged was the chaining up of his children 
in a dismal apartment, nude, and while 
in that condition torturing them with all 
the cruelty practiced in tho inquisition. 
"I have not lived at home for five 
years," said Charles Guenther. "I ¡eft 
home after one period of slow torture 
that made me desperate. I had done 
something that my father did not like; it 
was a small offense, bat the way my 
father tortured me, would mako one be­ 
lieve either that lie was crazy or that I 
had committed some terrible crime. 
"My father made me go upstairs with 
him to a room iu tbe back part of the 
house. Here he brought out some chains, 
and when I caught sight of them 1 set up 
an outcry, but no one heard me. My 
father shouted fo me to ‘stop that infer­ 
nal noise,’ and when he found he could 
not frighten me he jumped at me, and 
we bad a regular fight. Finally he got 
the better of me, and by threatening to 
do me even greater violence, compelled 
me to keep quiet. Then he began to 
bind me with the chains. 
When I 
thought he had doce, he took up another 
one and fastened it around my neck and 
fixed it so that I could hardly move my 
head. Then he left me several hours, 
during which I suffered fiendish torture. 
• "After the lapse of a few hours he came 
up stairs with a bottle of whiskey. He 
released me from the chains aud com­ 
pelled me to strip from head to foot nntil 
I stood nude before him. Then he 
chained me up and took a good-sized pin 
and began pricking me wi h it from 
head to foot, until I W8\s bleeding all 
over. My father then wet his finger 
from the bottle and rubbed over what 
seemed to me every sore he had made on 
my body. 
He did not rub over my 
whole body at once, but would rub over 
a small space until all the stuff had been 
rubbed in, when be would wet his fiu- 
! 
ers again and begin on another place, 
be pain was terrible and excruciating. 
I must have fainted, for I remained in 
that room all night, chained up, and did 
not know anything until the next morn- 
iug, when 1 was released. After that I 
ran away." 
The boy Emile, who was held for beat­ 
ing his father to death, acts like an imbe 
cile, and it is believed he was driven in­ 
same by the cruelty of his father and 
the tragedy yesterday. Today he failed 
to recognize his own brother, and, when 
appealed to supplicalingly lor recognition, 
only a silly smile appeared about the 
murderer’s mouth. 


AN AW FU L SMASEl-Uf*.

Denver, December 18.—A special from 
Walsonburg, Colorado, says: A shocking 
accident occurred on the Denver and 
Rio Grande road, last night, four miles 
weBtof here, in which an engineer and 
fireman were instantly killed and a large 
amount of property destroyed. A 
freight train left La Vesa, made up of 
two engines in front, twenty-two cars cf 
cattle, ten freight cars, a caboose and 
engine in the rear. The train soon broke 
into three parts, and then these began a 
race for life, as the middle section was 
loose from tbe caboose, with no brake- 
man on it. The engines in front ran 
abont three miles at a rate of over a mile 
a minute, down a grade of ninety feet to 
the mile, and here the middle 
section of twenty-four cars, loaded 
with 
cattle 
and 
lumber, 
over­ 
took 
them. 
The 
front 
engine 
escaped, but the second one was instantly 
overwhelmed in a great mass of flying 
wreckage, which buried the engineer 
and fireman beneath it, killing them in­ 
stantly. Portions of lumber on the fly­ 
ing cars were thrown over 200 feet when 
the collision occurred. Seven cars of 
cattle and eight cars of lumber were 
piled up in the wreck. Nearly all the 
cattle were killed or horribly mangled. 
Wm. Gleyer, the dead engineer, leaves 
a wife and one child, who reside in 
Pueblo. Thomas Baker, the fireman, 
was single, and also lived in Pueblo. 
W. H. Ferringer and D. W. Edmonson, 
both brakemen, were severely in lured, 
and were taken to the company’s hos­ 
pital at Pueblo.

H e la mm A dm irer of tlie K e a lla tic 
School of W riters. 
Although Bismarck ia old and becom­ 
ing leas etrong, be still finds pleasure in 
hiB history. 
He is a fluent French and 
Herman scholar, and although he hates 
the French people with an intensity that 
can hardly be emphasized in cold type, 
he is an admirer of the realistic school of 
fiction writers. Of these he prefers Zola, 
bat he íb as often engrossed in the 
f t u i l l e t o n of one of the French dailies as 
lie is with a new book from the master’s 
hands. 
He has a small and valuable 
library. That portion of it devoted to 
political history and statecraft is as 
valuable as any in Europe. 
Tne iron chancellor is qnite a connois­ 
seur in books, and has added without 
very much expense at auy time to tho 
small library that ho began to gather 
when a student. He is a good Greek 
and Latin scholar also, and often amases 
himself by translating from the original. 
He is not nearly so voluminous a reader 
as Mr. Gladstone, and is not always 
looking for a gem or something that will 
repay the perusal of a etupid chapter. 
He once explained to a friend that a 
book mast interest him at the beginning, 
or be would have nothing to do with it, 
He pays little or no attention to Eng­ 
lish or American literature, and al­ 
though many of the English and Ameri- 
man men of letters have been presented 
to him, ho is not well acquainted with 
their 
work. 
He possesses a well- 
thumbed copy of Whittier’s poems, and 
likes to spend an hoar or so occasionally 
with the “ Autocrat of the Breakfast 
Table.” When some great work has ap­ 
peared in either England or America, 
and is translated into German, Bismarck 
reads it, but it most be of surpassing in­ 
terest to engage his attention. 
Of the English and American maga­ 
zines and newspapers he knows bat little. 
The various representatives of Germany 
in Great Britain and the United States 
■end to the German war office transla­ 
tions of everything bearing on German 
affairs, and these are filed and properly 
indexed for reference, with copies of tho 
original; but only occasionally does Bis­ 
marck feel sufficient interest in them to 
devote his own time to reading and 
studying up the subject. 
He prefers German literature and Ger­ 
man music, and be cannot be blamed 
perhaps for not patronizing letters when 
he is auch an ardent believer in state­ 
craft and warfare. He is a profound 
student of sociology and a philosopher as 
well, and one of the rules of his life has 
been not to undertake what be coaid not 
accomplish. He unhesitatingly pleads 
ignorance of American men of letters, 
bat is alwayB willing to learn. 


T a x a t io n in P a rla . 
The French people are the most heavily 
taxed in the world. To begin with, they 
are taxed for the privilege of existing. 
Every 
Frenchman 
pays a poll tax. 
There is a tax on doors and windows, 
a tax on trades and professions, an in­ 
direct tax on such luxoriea of life as a 
tallow candle, and the tax on poster 
advertisements is so rigarous that one 
cannot post a scrap of paper on his own 
doorpost saying that he wants a messen­ 
ger boy without having to put a stamp 
on it. Then there is the octroi tax, 
which is the main source of revenue in 
every 
town. About 
half 
the 
rev­ 
enue of the city of Paris comes from the 
octroi dues. The annual budget of Paris 
is about as large as the budget of Bel­ 
gium. The annnal receipts amount to 
$74,000,000 and the expenditures keep 
well ahead. There is a municipal debt 
of $368,000,000, which, if no more is 
contracted, will not be cleared off for 
sixty years yet. The interest of this 
debt is a prominent item in the expen 
diture. 
The sources of revenue are 
multifarious, but after the octroi receipts 
the largest amount is the town’s share 
in the tax on honse property, to which 
owners and occupiers both contribute.

Replacing Bridges on the 
California Southern. 


A SERIES OF SHOOTING SCB4PKS, 


An Orange County Man Pardoned by 
th e Governor—Other 
Coast News.

Saw Dncao, D ecem ber 18.—A large 
force of men are a t work night and day 
repairing the w ashoate on the California 
Southern road. 
At the m onth of the 
San Diegaito valley, in the low land, 
the re are five bridges washed out of po­ 
sition, and a fall half mile of track has 
been tw itted ont of place, m aking ab o at 
two m iles gone. There is a washout in 
Boss cañón, between Sorrento and Pa* 
cific Beach, where the piling and em ­ 
bankm ents are gone from two bridges. 
Two others have been carried off from 
100 to 500 feet. A num ber of horses and 
cattle were drowned.

S a cba m k n t o, December 18.—The sub­ 
ject of danger to the navigation cf the 
Sacramento river, because of the break 
in the Yolo levee, below this city, hae 
attracted much attention and comment. 
Today Governor W aterman called a 
num ber of citizens to his office for con­ 
sultation upon the best mode of pro­ 
cedure under the circumstances. It was 
adm itted that something m ust be done 
im mediately. 
I t was decided that the 
Governor, on behalf of the people of this 
State, and particularly of this valley, 
ehould ask the California Senators and 
Representatives to urge upon the War 
D apartm ent the necessity of immediate 
and radical measures of relief. The fol­ 
lowing; dispatch was sent, directed to 
Senator Stanford: 
“ The Sacramento river is in dangor of 
changing its channel. There is a break 
two miles below the bridge, which is 
1,000 feet wide. An immense bar is 
forming below the break across tho river. 
As hydraulic mining has ceased the ap­ 
propriation of $250,000 in the hands of 
the War Departm ent is available and 
ought to be used now to save the naviga­ 
tion of the river.

The Jam es case with all its depths of 
depravity occupied Judge Clark all day 
yesterday. Most of the time was spent 
in the cross-examination of Mrs. Jam es. 
She stood the fire well in the m ain, and 
did not give way at any point so as to 
shake her direct statem ents. 
Perhaps 
the moet vital point touched in this 
croes-investigation of the lady was in 
reference to a paper she signed, in which 
she exonerated Jam es from charges she 
had made against him . H e had fre­ 
quently tried to obtain seme written 
document from her with which he could 
go before 1 the church and set himself 
straight. She understood that on one 
evening he would make a great effort to 
get such a paper, and she bad been told 
th at Jam es bad made threats of violence 
in reference to her. Mrs. 3ames asked 
one 
of 
the 
deacons 
of 
the 
church, nam ed Fell, to go to her house 
with her and protect her if Jam es treated 
her with violence. That night, between 
8 and 9 o’clock, Jam es came to her room 
door, and she refased him admission. 
He threatened to break it in if she did 
not open it. 
She allowed him to enter, 
and he began his siege to compel her to 
sign statem ents exculpating him . This 
she refased to do, and he went away, 
returning to renew the attack in a short 
tim e. 
He kept this up until about 3 
o'clock next morning, so that she ob­ 
tained no sleep. 
She did not comply 
with his request. 
All this night Fell 
and a m an named Cuthbert was outside 
her window, and they heard most that 
was said. 
A few days after Jam es be­ 
gan on the same effort of making her 
Bign a paper, and kept it up all night 
and until 3 o’clock next afternoon. Then 
being utterly weary and exhausted, she 
consented to sign some paper he had 
prepared. It was produced and put in 
evidence by the defense. It began for­ 
mally : “ I, Em m a W. Jam es, in the fear 
of God, etc., etc.** 
It went on to state 
that Jam es had nevei used any threaten­ 
ing language to h e r; that if she told Dr. 
Hilton W illiams he had, ehe did not 
m ean it. If she ever had convened to 
Dr. Williams or others any impression 
th at her husband had led an impure life 
she had not m eant so to do. If she had 
ever led them to believe he had commit 
ted adultery with any young lady in Eng­ 
land, it was not true. 
As to this paper, she stated that she 
told Jam es at the time ehe was signing 
statem ents that were untrue in many res­ 
pects, but th at she did it for the sake of 
quiet, to be rid of his importunities. 
She 
explained 
this to her friends 
at 
the 
tim e, 
and 
they 
under­ 
stood her. 
Some of the statements 
were all true. The one about the young 
lady in England was such. She did 
not know of his being guilty of any 
wrong-doing with any young lady in that 
country. The statem ents in the paper 
about hie not using threats towards her, 
and abont his leading a pure life, were 
false in some respects. 
The attorneys for the defense then 
brought out some particulars as to a visit 
Mrs. Jam es paid to Wiley Wells’ office 
in relation to getting a divorce. After 
much refreshing of her memory, Mrs. 
Jam es conceded that it was probably 
true that at th at tim e she entered into a 
compact, by whose term s she was to go 
to England, and after a while Jam es was 
to sue for a divorce on the grounds of 
desertion, it being stipulated on the 
reverend geutlem an’s part that he was 
not to allege anything against her char­ 
acter in the complaint, and that he was 
to send her money to prosecute her m ed­ 
ical studies, and th at she was to have 
her children. She confessed that there 
was a written agreement between her 
and her husband, made and signed after­ 
wards. Tnis docum ent the defense also 
produced. It was headed: “ This agree­ 
m ent made between Geo. W. Jam es and 
Em m a W. Jam es.” Then followed the 
terms. They were that eke was to go 
away and let him get a divorce as above 
H e was to send her money. She was to 
have the eldest child, Duncan, and the 
youngest, May. They mutually promise 
“ to keep sealed lips as to all m atters’' 
in contention between them, “ as to the 
parity of each other’s lives.” 
This 
document purports to be signed “ in the 
presence of each other and of God.” 
The inquiry then went into an effort to 
show what the nature of these matters 
were about which the two disagreed. The 
witness said Jam es bore these queer 
relations with other women and she 
“ naturally objected.” H e called this her 
“ dam nable jealousy.” Then th e fat was 
in the fire, and the domestic circus was 
in full blast. 
Jam es got very excited, 
M rs. Jam es m aintained her tbmper, and 
this added fnel to the flames, and the 
fact that she did not flare up made the 
reverend weaver of theories of purity fly 
completely off the handle. 
The more 
the stronger vessel fretted till his proud 
heart nearly broke, the more decorous 
and collected was the conduct of the 
weaker ves8el,and, by a reactionary influ­ 
ence, the quieter Mrs. Jam es was the 
more furious raged her loving lord. 
It was a parallel case to that of the old 
Scotch peasant whose wife was of the 
true X anthippe stripe. He became weary 
of life, or rather of his scolding wife’s 
life, and asked the dominie what to do. 
The “ gnde mon” asked: “ Sandy, what 
do you do when these domestic trials are 
on?” 
“ Och,” said he, “ I suppose I 
hold mv own pretty well.” “ fery well/* 
advised the dominie, “ just you go home, 
and when she begins again you get your 
pipe and sit and smoke. 
Do not say a 
word.” 
Sandy did as he was told, and being 
asked how the plan worked, related how 
his “ Jean” had set up such a pother 
about 
his 
ears. 
He 
got 
the 
pipe 
and 
smoked 
away 
in 
silence. 
Louder 
and louder waxed 
the virago’s tirade until right in the 
whirl of her passion, when it was as 
furious as the notes of the fiddler heard 
by Tam O’Shanter in the old church, 
she stopued in the middle of a sentence, 
and putting her arm s akimbo, 
she 
screamed at.h im : “ Sandy, speak to me 
or I ’ll burst!” 
That was about Jam es’ way of feeling 
a t Mrs. Jam es’ imperturbable temper. 
B ut he was not as wise as the Scotch 
woman, for he renewed the war. 
He 
got excited and angry every time his 
peculiar 
practices 
were 
objected 
to 
by 
his 
wife. 
Mrs. 
James 
could 
recall 
only) 
one 
instance 
in which she allowed her temper to be­ 
come even slightly ruffled. This was 
when she was weary of the strife, and 
said if there could not be an end of it 
the reeult would 
be to destroy the 
serenity of her tem per and convert her 
into a tiger. 
She left the house and 
staid away once for a week, so as to be 
at peace. 
“ And,” she added, “ I never 
would have gone back to him , had it not 
been for my babies.” 
She acknowledged that Jam es was suf­ 
fering from nervous prostration; that he 
worked quite hard at his church affairs 
and at the preparation of his pamphlets, 
which 
in 
a 
verv mild 
way 
de­ 
veloped 
bis 
peculiar 
physiological 
theories. She heard it said he had cere­ 
bral congestion. The defense broached 


in a gingerly m anner the question of 
Jam es' sanity. 
Mrs. Jam ee “ caught 
on,” and, laughing ironically, replied, 
“ Oh, he was sane enough. 
He was sane 
but be w anted to make others think he 
was not.” 
* 
Not getting suitable m atter eut of this 
the defense took a trip to Oakland and 
made inquiriee as to the house the 
Jameses occupied there. 
Mrs. Jam es 
repeated that there were three rooms in 
it, and told who occupied them . 
She 
stated the Mott boys were 10 and 12 
years old. 
She 
stated th a t Jam es 
set 
forth 
his 
views 
plainly 
to 
the effect 
that 
it 
was 
generally 
a perfectly proper thing for th e sexes to 
commingle in the same sleeping apart­ 
ments and in the same bed. 
He said 
when people were like him it was a per­ 
fectly safe practice. 
He coaid do it and 
be pure. Mrs. Jam es told Jam es it 
might be that be could do it for a time, 
but that it was very dangerous, and the 
time would come when he could not do 
so w ithout sin. 
While he was acting as 
a m inister he tried to make converts to 
these vie trs. 
H e inculcated them when 
lie could. W henever he found a girl 
whom ho dared try to innoculate with 
these doctrines, he made use of his op­ 
portunities. He tried to bring his wife to 
these views. He was a genius like Goethe, 
and held the theory of eclectic affinities 
with m odiflcations. 
He told Mrs. J ames 
that if two men and their two wives 
agreed to snap for a while, that was all 
right. 
Mrs. Jam es did not agree with 
her liege lord and spiritual guide in these 
matters. 
He has tried all his life to 
teach her these views. 
He told her 
when he was away from her he did not 
feel bound to be chaste, and that when 
he was away he did not hold her respon­ 
sible for what ehe did. Mrs. Jam es was 
asked how it came then that in his 
letters to her he referred to such things 
as sins on her part. She explained that for 
years she had been talking of getting 
a divorce, and he wrote these letters to 
have them produced in court. ( In short, 
it was a long-headed fabrication of tes­ 
timony to make for his case in each a 
case. 
Mrs. Jam es studied medicine in 
order to be afole to support her children 
in case the worst came. If all went 
well, then she could be of help to him . 
She tried in all she could to look upon 
him as a pure man, but very peculiar. She 
tried to persuade herself he wsb all right, 
but the queerest mortal God ever made, 
She often blamed herself for not be­ 
lieving in him in spite of all she knew. 
She did this for the sake of her children. 
He had a great deal of magnetic power, 
and talked plausibly of his theories. He 
quoted Scripture and often overcame her 
objections. 
She stated that she could 
not say positively th a t he had ever actu­ 
ally carnally known any of these women 
with whom he behaved so queerly. 
She 
was pressed to state her belief as to this 
fact, but ehe reiterated the statem ent, “ I 
can’t tell, I can’t tell,” half a dozen 
times. 
‘ 
The investigation then took a drift into 
certain conversations supposed to have 
taken’ place between M rs. Jam es and 
Dr. W illiams. This was objected to, but 
the 
defense 
stated 
that 
it 
was 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 
im peaching 
the 
witness. 
She 
said 
she 
did not recall any conversations on these 
particular topics with the doctor. 
W hen the defense closed w ith Mrs. 
Jam es the Court asked her the ages of 
her children. 
She stated the eldest boy 
was 5, the next boy 3, and the baby a 
girl of 18 months. 
~ On re-direct exam ination there was 
not much developed. She said Jam es 
confessed to sleeping with other women, 
but always m aintained th a t he was as 
pure as a little baby in it. H e said, 
however, that when the church trial 
came on he wculd have to deny even 
being in the same bod with other women, 
:or the reason that the world would 
not understand him . He seemed to fear 
the poor obfuscated prejudices on this 
head that beset the dark intellects of the 
other Methodist preachers. They were 
not far enough advanced in purity to 
grasp the views of the white-souled 
Jam es. 
C. S. Hussey, a real estate agent and 
notary pnbiic at Long Beach, stated that 
on a certain date Mrs. Jam es had sworn 
to a complaint charging her husband 
with attem pting to kill her with a chair. 
Jam es came in and denied the allega­ 
tion, but said th at if Mrs. Jam es swore 
to them once she would do so again, and 
therefore to avoid a difficulty he would 
plead guilty and be put under bonds to 
keep the péace. Dr. W illiams advised 
this, and he and HuBsey gave $500 bail 
for Jam es. 
The defense attem pted again to ring in 
the insanity dodge, but Mr. Hussey 
stated most positively that Jam es was 
mentally sound on that occasion. 
W. W . Lane, a notary public, testified 
that on a certain date Jam es came with 
Mrs. Jam es and acknowledged their sig­ 
natures to a paper. Jam es told him be 
did not wish any one to read it, that it 
was some agreement between him and 
bis wife as to her studies. Lane took 
the acknowledgments, but learned after 
wards that Jam es had deceived him as 
to the contents of the paper. H e had 
not examined Mrs. Jam ee apart from 
her husband, and therefore the paper 
was not legal. 
He went to Jam es and 
told him he m ust tear the certificate 
and B e a l off the paper and return them . 
Jam es did so. 
The witness thought the 
paper introduced as the agreement be­ 
tween Jam es and his wife, with a big 
hole where the seal had boen, was the 
one. 
A. L. Fell was the last witness yester­ 
day. 
He told of the disagreements 
between Jam es and his wife, rehearsed 
how harshly he spoke to her at times, 
told of Jam es’ saying he m ust get a 
divorce from her, and if she attem pted to 
take the children he said he would shoot 
her. Mrs. Fell told Mrs. Jam es of these 
threats.
